Only 
our relationships with others, and our 
acknowledgment of the sacred moment 
we experience always, is what matters. 

We all bring possibilites, hopes and 
ideas into our families, communities 
and world.

May we remember our human ties 
with one another, and make a priority 
of growing together, ol learning and 
enriching our minds as a means to 
serve one another.

Sue King brings passionate 
values to Avila College

There arc subtle lessons learned while 
attending college, inarticulate 
reminders of higher truths and greater 
realities. These values create memories 
that are treasured during a lifetime. 

Sue King remembers them 20 years 
after graduating from Avila College. 

The simplicity of prayer before geom- 
etry class— sincere words uttered long 
ago by one ol her professors, Sr. Ann 
Dominic— is still acknowledged within 
King’s mind. 

A kindness expressed by Sr. Rita, 
another math professor, is still felt 
within King's heart. When King’s 
mother had surgery, Sr. Rita canceled 
classes and went to the hospital to 
comfort King. 

“These arc the things you remember 
20 years later,” King said. “These 
events are caused by the basic values 
that existed here on campus when I 
graduated in 1979, and continue to 
exist at Avila College.” 

Based on Christian principles, the 
ideas ol compassion, service and 
humanity are fundamental in King’s 
mind. They are the reasons she decid- 
ed to attend Avila College. 

“They are good, solid, Christian val- 
ues,” she emphasized. “It’s not about 
being Catholic or not, but opening 
your mind, enhancing yourself and 
making a positive impact in the world. 
These are values all Christians share.” 

In her capacity as Assistant Dean lor 
Academic Alfairs, a new position 
which King occupied Aug. 2, she will 
contribute to the Avila College com- 
munity. 

Her brown eyes soften more when 
she talks about others. King’s continu- 
ous smile and need to focus on others’ 
needs reflect a spirit committed to 
compassionate service. 

King’s new name lag, attached to her 
gold-textured sweater, could easily 



title; both seem synonymous when 
talking to her. 

As part ol her duties as Assistant 
Dean lor Academic Affairs, King will 
also teach. 

“1 love to teach, and have fun with 
the students. And I have an open door 
policy. I am here to answer questions 
and help students. 1 hope they show 
up, so I don’t have to sit here in these 
four walls by myself,” she said, smil- 
ing. 

King grew up in North Kansas City. 
Prior to accepting her new position, 
and moving back to Kansas City, she 
worked at Newman University in 
Wichita, Kan. “Being an educator was 
always something I knew 1 would do, 
since I was a kid,” she said. 

King has been an educator in public 
schools, as well as in higher education. 

She majored in Special Education and 
Mathematics at Avila. Her Master’s 
degree is in Secondary Mathematics 
Education. 

King is presently completing her doc- 
toral work. Her Ph.D. will be in 
Mathematics Education with a minor 
in Education Research. 

Math was something fun, something 
King always enjoyed. It was not until 
she was a student at Avila, and was 
encouraged by a professor, that she 
chose math as a major. 

“I love numbers, but it is our 
humanness that makes us special,” she 
said. 

Recognizing the humanity in others 
is one of King's unique qualities. 

“It is our relationships in the world 
that matters. I don’t think we realize 
how many lives we impact, or who 
impacts us,” she said. 

King was driving home recently and 
learned about a man who was hit by a 
car. She did not know him. 

“But I’ve found myself wondering 
about him,” King said, wiping a tear 
from her check. “He has a wife and 
children, and I keep thinking about all 
ol the lives that he has impacted." 

The Avila College mission statement, 
which hangs on King’s ollice wall, 
expresses the value of the individual. 

Underlying these principles, and 
interwoven into the majors ollered at 
the college, is the idea ol making a 
positive difference in the world. 

“1 always tell my students to follow 
their hearts, and not to major in a held 
just to make a lot of money or just 
because it is popular. What is popular 
and pays well now may not be popular 
or well-paying 10 years from now,” she 
said. 

Instead, by following their passions, 
by listening to their hearts, students 
will he guided to the right career path. 

“What is the passion in your heart? 
Math and education was my passion 
and love. Follow your heart, it will tell 
you what to do. And when you arc 
following it, you will be able to make a 
positive impact in the world,” she said. 
“And you will never feel hopeless 
about life. Instead, you will enjoy 
every moment of it. And all will build 
from that.”
